signed a contract to

thousand of the cabinets by the first 
of next January, 
with the privilege

amount they like and with no bonus 
in case they do not fill the contract. 
But the point is, that if a looal 
company is formed 
to manufacture 
the graphophone 
cabinets, they can 
get a five-year contract for all they 
can manufacture, and 
at

Graphophone 
company 
would 
agree to erect an 
nssemblving factory here that would 
employ fifty men 
and 
would

care of the local output of cabinets. 
The unprecedented 
rush for cab­ 
inets" is due to the fact that a new

the Columbia 
company

Central 
and South America due to the war. 
The territory was formerly supplied 
by German and French firms and the
